i Gas, Light, Heat: and: Power Co., will 


go to the sarne committee Friday night. 
Chairman Hildenbrandt, in conjunction 
with: the other members of the Public 
Improvements Committee of the House, 
is at work on a franchise. He has 
asked the street and sewer departments 
for suggestions as to how to protect 
poth the streets and sewers in granting 
a franchise and has requested the law 
iieanbdaate of the city to pass on the 
legal features of the bill. 
Frauchiae to Highest Bidder. 
The bill will offer the natural gas 
franchise to the highest bidder. A slid- 
ing scale of payments to the city for 
the privilege will also be suggested. 
Provisions will be made to prevent the 
transfer of the franchise to any other 
company. If a rival company obtains 
control of the stock of the corporation 
having the franchise,

Under all the cirqumstances the cult 
leaders were eager eliminate at least 
one of the great besetting dangers by 
settling with the heirs. That would 
clear the fleld of adversaries more for- 
midable even than Mrs. Stetson. Henry 
M. Baker opened the settlement nego- 
tiations with ex-Senator Chandler about 
a month ago. 

Up to the actual signing of the papers 
it was feared by all persons involved 
in the negotiations that the aged woman 
would for a@ second time yield to her 
terrors that “malicious animal magnet- 
ism”’ was inspiring her advisers and 
wreck the plan of settlement. But this 
did not happen.
